Born the gon of peasants in a 
village in Gomel] Province in 
1908, he {s a child of Russia's 
Tevolutionary era and owes his 
career to the tempestuous and 
bloody years of the Stalin epoch 
when political futures were 
molded overnight out of the 
corpses of the purged. Origin- 
ally trained as an agronomist, 
Gromyko graduated from the 
Minsk Institute of Agriculture in 
1934,. then went on for 


“Postgraduate work and a doc- 


torate in economics at the 
prestigious Lenin Institute of 
Economie Science in Moscow. 

In 1989, barely turned 80, 
Gromyko switched professions 
and became a diplomat, serving 
first as chief of the American 
desk of the foreign ministry, 
then as counsellor of the Soviet 
embassy in Washington under 
the famed Maxim Litvinov, an 
early Bolshevik and the USSR's 
second foreign minister in the 
1930s. 

In 1943 Gromyko replaced Lit- 
vinov as ambassador to become 
one of the youngest men from 
any country ever to hold such a 
rank and post. In 1946, during the 
U.N.’s most turbulent early 
years when the cold war got 
started and Soviet veto followed 
upon veto, he took charge of the 
USSR's delegation in New York. 


IN 1957, in the wake of Nikita 
Khrushchev'’s purge of the 
Malenkov-Molotov “anti-party 
group,'" Gromyko replaced 
Dmitry Shepifov, the fifth

Gromyko is neither a fan of 
flashy foreign cars, nor an avid 
nimrod, nor a model of sartorial 
elegance. What he does, he does 
with moderation — drinking, 
smoking or enjoying the good 
life to which other members of 
the Soviet elite have become ad- 
dicted. He regards formal 
dinners and long repasts as a 
waste of time.

SAIGON (UPI) — The most obvious 
industry in postwar Saigon La the out- 
door coffee shop. 

What seems Hke thousands of the 
tiny cafes jam the pavements οὗ cen- 
tral Safgon, the Chinatown section of 
Cholon, and stretch along virtually 
ovary, strect into the furthest sub- 
urbs. 

With unemployment the single 
greatest problem of the new govern- 
ment, enterprising citizens have set 
up the pavement shops in order to 
survive. They require little Invest- 
ment and reap respectable profits. 
But also for all their charm tue shops, 
have earned some contempt 
of some of their clientele.

At one 
point soldiers ordered all cafes in 
one Tu Do block to close apparently 
because owners refused to clean the 
pavements at the end of their 
business day. 

But about a week later the cafes 
were back in business. One cafe 
owner said it took an investment of 
about $40 to open. With half a dozen 
sma}i tables, 80 tiny chairs or stools, 
a cheap ice chest and supplies to 
make coffee and-serve soft drinks 

There is 
no rental since the cafe is on the 
public pavement,

WHAT IS THE study of business 
management — is there a theory 
which one can learn? Now that the 
blaze of glory once surrounding the 
concept of the professional business 
manager has died down — together 
with the pace of economic growth — 
more thought 15 being given to these 
questions 

The ‘fifties and ‘sixties saw an in- 
dustrial and post-industrial revolu- 
tion and, with {t, a vogue for the new 
breed of business executive. Now, in 
the ‘seventies, people have begun to 
discover that possibly modern 
business. theory is, in fact, quite 
barren. Very few of the bright young 
men were found capable of meeting 
the alternating challenges of infla- 
tion and depression and belt- 
tightening. It became apparent that 
it was not enough to bandy about 
such terms as “profitability mul- 
tiplier", “liquidity ratlo"’ or ‘return 
on capital investment." It ia clear 
that not everyone who can speak the 
business jargon is a sound ex- 
ecutive; nor does every good ex- 
ecutive know the jargon. 

The poor results of the new 
generation of business leaders has 
not yet been attributed generally to 
the training they received (or failed 
to receive) in the various schools of 
business management which, over 
the last twenty years, blossomed into 
fast-growing faculties dotted all over 
the Western world. 

At Harvard, Jerusalem; Tel Aviv 
and tens of points in between, 
professors sprung up to analyze 
processes, publish papers and train 
a@ generation of management experts 
and advisers. At the Harvard 
Business School, the emphasis was 
solemnly placed on ‘case studies"; 
in Jerusalem and Tel Aviv it was 
business analysis and the construc- 
tion of models, ranging from the in- 
vestment market to badly planned 


. Simulated business games. What 
eer ern schools aid net and 
: probably cannot establish is whether 


they have really contributed to the 
success of any one budding ex- 
ecutive. Few outsiders, moreover, 
will acknowledge that the subjects 
taught in the business schools have 
Aittle, if any, signiticence. 
Naturally enough, the business 
lecturers themselves think 
otherwise. Thus, one of our better 
and senior professors recently 
declared that: "In the ‘seventies, 
business management has ceased to

THE PROBLEMS this professor 
raises do indeed exist.

Possibly one im- 
portant step towards this would be to 
generate an awareness the 
students, and the public in general, 
that the study of business -ad- 
ministration is not that of a science, 
but rather a profession; that, in fact, 
ἃ school of business management 
claims to teach its students a profes- 
sion, just as a school of medicine 
teaches medical science or a law 
faculty teaches law. But, in contrast 
to other university faculties, where 
many staff members are also among 
the best of their profeasion, most of 
the business school faculty in Israel, 
at least, have a minimal business ex- 
perience, if any.

Basic tools 


The consequences are clear and 
far-reaching. In the fields of 
Medicine and law there is an on- 
going dialogue between academic 
theory and practical application. In 
the absence of such a dialogue in the, 
business field, the faculty lacks one 
of its basic tools of teaching and it 
takes longer to establish exactly

the employment agreements of the 
university lecturers are among the 
more cases of under-the- 
counter benefits, including such 
practices as sabbatical leave at an 
average of once every four years, 
and participation in car 
maintenance, which aré not really 
required for production.

SALES BEGIN today at the biggest 
stock issue ever put out by a business 
company in Israe]. Bank Leumi ia 
offering over IL300m., mainly in 
capital notes. This will increase the 
bank's own capital (1L1,100m. at the 
end of 1974) by more than a quarter. 

Only IL135m. is actually on offer to 
the genera! public — all in capital 
notes. Of the remainder, IL.54.6m. is 
a rights issue for existing 
shareholders, and IL12.5 m. is con- 
fined to the bank’s employees. Both 
share distributions are being made 
available at 125. As to the capita) 
notes, IL90m. have been allocated in 
advance to inatitutional investors 
(trust funds, pension funds and in- 
surance companies). 

The capital notes have been made’ 
exceptionally attractive. They may 
be converted into ordinary shares, 
though only up.to 1980. As long as 
they are not converted, the yleld is 7 
per cent interest, with 60 per cent of 

.their value linked to the consumers’ 
price index (base figure: the index in 
August of this year). 

They will be redeemed in four 
‘equal instalments during the years 
1984 to 1987. Tax is limited to 35 per 
cent, so the net interest will be 4.55 
per cent. 

On top of that the capital note will. 
qualify for rights issues ag if it was a 
share; or at least it will be accorded 
a-premium on its price (for the pur- 
pose of conversion into shares} equa) 
to the bonus element in the rights 
issue. 

Suppose the holder opts for the 
right to convert into equity. The 
price will be 215. It will be less if 
bonus shares have been allocated. 
The formula for this is interesting.
